Sir. Muoily Makes Sriimf lanai Charge* 
Mliicli Help Ib-reat (lie Measure. 
Senate Makes Vppropriation 
for Hemp experiment. 


Washington, April 25—After a brief 
debate Wednesday tho agnate agreed to 
the conference report on the Hawaiian 
civil government bill. The agricultural 
appropriation tall wa* pnMed, carrying a 
fit th over $2,000,000. The Aiaskau civil 
govern’ac ut bill was under considera­ 
tion for an hour, but no progress was 
made. 
Mr. Tillman secured the adoption of 
an amendment to tin-agricultural appro­ 
priation bdl appropriating (MOO to en­ 
able the ms*,rotary of agriculture to in­ 
vestigate and report on the cost of grow­ 
ing hemp, to demonstrate whether it be 
practicable bt introduce its culture into j 
the southern states. 
He explained that 
tin- cotton planters of the south were 
nearly at the merry of the jute trust, 
which had a monopoly on supplying the 
covering of cotton lades, 
lie hoped that 
a sn!■ dilute for jute might be found. 
Tin- resolution declaring Nathan B. I 
Scott duly eleeb-d a senator from West 
Virginia was taken up but on motion of 
Mr. Pettus of Alabama, who presented 
the minority rcjiort, the case went over. 
A senate bill providing an American 
register for die Steamer Em ber of New 


O rlean s, (formerly th e Phoenix of Nor­ 
way,) was passed. 
The house puts its heel upon the pneu­ 
matic mail tnbe service now in opera­ 
tion iii New York, Bott on and Philadel­ 
phia, and if its action stand- the whole 
service will bo crush**! out,. The post­ 
office committee had recommended an 
increase of th** appropriation for this 
service from $225,000 to $727,000. 
Tin* 
promised increased was attacked by the 
appr priations committee under 
the 
leadership of Mr. Moody of Massachu­ 
setts with such vigor aud success that 
in the end the house voted 87 to 50 to 
strike the entire appropriation from the 
bill. 
Mr. Moody created a sensation by the 
maimer in which he assailed the meth­ 
ods of the Pneumatic Tulle company 
and a direct r barge that a former mem­ 
ber of congress, who was a member of 
the appropriations committee had been 
a hokier of the' stock and bonds of the 
company. 
He declined to disclose the 
gentleman’s name. 
He added to the 
scandal by charging that a block of stock 
had lieeu sent as a New Year's gift to a 
near relative of another member of con- j 
gress, but to the credit of the member 
he said, the dishonoring gift had been 
returned to the sender by the next mail. 
Although the tube service was highly 
commended by other members, these 
revelations transformed the sentiment 
of the bouse which has several times 
voted for the tube service, into a decisive 
majority against its continuation la any 
form. 
Mr. Tawney of Minnesota offered as 
an amendment a bill to reclassify rail­ 
way mail clerks, but it went out ou a 
point of order. 
At the opening of the session William 
K. King, who served in the Fifty-fifth 
congress from the state of Utah was 
sworn iu as representative of that state 
to the seat vacated by Brigham Ii. 
Roberts, who was denied the place. 


Resolution to Vrilhdmw Troop*. 
Washington, April 27.—Senator Mason 
toda<* introduced a 
joint 
resolution 
in the senate requiring the president to 
withdraw the forces of the United States 
from Culm so as to turn the government 
of that island over to the Cubans by 
July 4. 
The resolution was preceded by a pre­ 
amble setting forth that in entering 
upon tho war with Spain the United 
States disclaimed any disposition or in-, 
ten ti tin to exercise sovereignty over the 
islands; that the United States undei 
tho treaty of obligation 
gave lude- i 
penitence to Cuban people; that a con­ 
tinuance 
of the 
United States 
in 
possession of the island has excited the 
attention of the world 
and 
excit­ 
ing apprehension among the people 
of Cuba; that nuder the Monroe doc­ 
trine the island is safe from foreign in­ 
vasion; that the Cubans have shown a 
disposition to make their best efforts to 
govern themselves and eau undoubtedly 
do so without endangering life or prop­ 
erty ami that tno United States has 
done all that could be expected of it.

Cuba, to an interview credited to him 
and published a few days ago, in which 
he 
bitterly 
assailed 
Attar 
Admiral 
Schley. 
It is known that the interview 
came to the attention of tho secretary 
ami that it is considered sufficiently se­ 
rious to w arrant an explanation from 
Captain C hadw uk 
Should Captain 
Chadwick stand for the interview, it is 
likely that tie* departm ent will feel in 
in linty hound to make him substantiate 
his statem ents. 
In this way it is tmpo** 
Albin that, the whole Sampson-Hchley 
controversy m aybe reopened. 
til tho interview credited to hun Copt 
Chadwick is alleged to have made these 
statem ents: 
“ Every one of us feels the disgrace 
that Schley has put upon us. 
Tt is rn r 
Sampson or Schley that we care about 
or noxious to vindicate. 
It is tho honor 
of the navy th at lias been assailed, ifs 
esprit do corps th at has received a sc. 
rious blow, in the opinion of olllcers if 
has been injurious to us abroad by a 
disgraceful exhibition of pettiness of 
which Admiral Schley has been guilty. 
‘I have for him only contempt. 
I 
would not shake hands w ith him if he 
offered it to me, and in this I believe I 
simply reecho the sentim ents of almost [ 
the entire navy, 
lf Admiral Schley de­ 
sires a vindication let him ask for an in­ 
vestigation of his conduct. 
The ne ii 
who fought on the ships at the battle of 
Santiago, and the general public I am 
sun*, would desire such an investiga­ 
tion and will lie w illing to abide by the 
result w hatever it may be.” 
Those who are acquainted w ith Capt. 
Chadw ick’s sentim ents would not bo 
surprised if ho should avow th at ho WAS 
quoted correctly, but they express the 
opinion that lie would explain to the 
departm ent that ho did not author:/ 
tho interview. 
Iii such a case it is difii- 
cult to forecast tho action of the de­ 
partm ent. 
Section 336 of the navy regulations 
prohibit criticism cf officers by their 
c o lle a g u e s . 
A violation of this regula­ 
tion is punished by noting the offense 
upon the record of the guilty ofiieer. 
Captain Chadwick has heretofore been 
veen very careful not to talk for publi- 
tion and it is that, fact which makes his 0. L. M IL L E R , Bryan, Texas. 
friends Indieva that he did not authorise 
the interview. 
Captain Chadwick lias never boon 
friendly to R ear Admiral Schley and the 
latter’a friends intend to bring him to 
account. 
Tho fact that Hear Admiral 
Schley is several thousand miles nway 
should have prevented any officer from 
citici.sing him , tliey declare, and they 
are glad that Secretary L ing has shown 
his fairness by taking measures to pre­ 
vent public criticism of their hero. 
Should Captain Chadwick adm it that 
he made the statem ents quoted it is like­ 
ly Hint they will press tho departm ent 
to order a courtm artial and call its a t­ 
tention to tho case of Chaplain M cIn­ 
tyre, who was dismissed because of crit­ 
icism of Captain R. I).
